The birth of any new nation 
u su ally is accompanied by labor 
pains and bloodletting . In sharp 
contrast was the qu iet and 
« painless birth in October of a 
' new African cou ntry called the 
Transkei. 
In an era when black majority 
ru le is accepted as the wav e of 
the fu tu re for all of Africa, the 
people in the Transkei hav e it 
here and now. It is a totally 
black g ov ernment. 
At 
the 
United 
Nations, 
howev er, the Transkei is treated 
. like an 
illeg itim ate child. 
Nobody lov es it bu t its parent. 
The United Nations, which 
boasts of its u niv ersality and 
nonex clu siv ity , and which has 
welcomed 
many 
illeg itimate 
g o v e rn m e n ts , 
v oted 
u nanimou sly to bar the Tran­ 
skei, with the United States 
abstaining . 
If the Transkei had fou g ht its 
way ou t of Sou th Africa in a 
bloody rev olu tion, it probably 
wou ld hav e been acceptable to 
the U N. clu b of peace-lov ing 
nations. Bu t becau se it seceded 
peaceably 
by 
mu tu al 
ag reement, it is denied mem­ 
bership. 
• The historical arg u ment in 
fav or of the independence of the 
Transkei is strong . Three other 
nations hav e been carv ed a t of 
Sou th Africa and hav e become 
members of the United Nations: 
Lesotho, Swaziland and Bot­ 
swana. 
It is claimed that the Tran- 
skei’s independence is illu sory 
becau se it remains militarily 
and economically dependent on 
Sou th Africa. 
Su ch a relationship is a fact of 
life all ov er the world for most 
small nations that are situ ated 
close to larg e nations. 
This paternalism, howev er, 
has 
a 
welcome side. 
The 
Transkei doesn’t hav e to spend 
any resou rces to defend itself 


ag ainst 
ex ternal 
ag g ression. 
That bu rden is totally assu med 
by Sou th Africa. Ju st think how 
ou r tax es cou ld be redu ced if we 
didn’t hav e to spend any money 
for national defense! 
Compared with many African 
cou ntries, 
the 
T ranskei’s 
economic potential is g reat. It 
has some of the most fertile 
ag ricu ltu ral land on the entire 
continent. 
The big g est handicap of the 
Transkei is not the policies of 
Sou th Africa bu t the social 
cu stoms that stand in the way of 
u sing land as an economic asset 
to g enerate capital. 
By Western standards, the 
present small-plot su bsistence 
farming shou ld be shifted to a 
m arket-crop sy stem . 
This 
wou ld make max imu m u se of 
the fertile soil and improv e the 
standard of liv ing . 


The tribal chiefs who g ov ern 
the Transkei, howev er, hav e a 
different scale of v alu es. They 
distribu te the land and assig n 
the cattle as prestig e rewards. 
Cattle are not eaten or sold, bu t 
accu mu lated like a bank ac­ 
cou nt. Observ ers report that 
children may be u ndernou rished 
for lack of milk in a family that 
owns 30 cows. When the father 
needs money , he prefers to work 
temporarily in the mines of 
Sou th Africa, rather than part 
with his land or cattle. 
By Western standards, what 
the Transkei needs most is 
technical assisstance to adopt 
20th Centu ry ag ricu ltu re and 
harv est the riches of the soil. 
Bu t do others hav e the rig ht to 
force or indu ce a people to adopt 
ou r v alu e sy stem with its heav y 
emphasis on what we call a 
hig her standard of material 
comforts, at the co6t of u psetting 
the social stru ctu re of a whole 
nation? 
By taking the rou te of in­ 
dependence, the Transkei has 
chosen to work ou t its own 
fu u tre. This new nation deserv es 
the chance to seek its own 
destiny .

The price and pu rpose of West 
Point rests squ arely on its honor 
code. It states qu ite simply that 
any cadet who lies, cheats or 
steals or tolerates those who do 
will be dismissed. 
To v iolate the code is to be 
u nworthy of the institu tion and 
the cau se it serv es, the defense 
of the United States. 
The honor code is the law of 
the Point. 
Like any 
law, 
howev er, it can lose something 
in 
interpretation 
and 
a d­ 
ministration. It can become a 
weapon in the hands of its en­ 
forcers. 
That apparently is what has 
happened in the case of Stev en 
Verr, 19. Last Au g u st, he was 
seen cry ing ou tside the mess 
hall. When asked why , he said 
his parents had been inju red in 
an au tomobile accident. That 
was u ntru e. He has since said he 
was weak after two day s of 
hazing and g oing withou t food 
and that the accident story was 
the first thing that came to 
mind. 
If his ju v enile statement is to 
be constru ed as a lie of the 
mag nitu de su g g ested by the 
sev erity of the honor code then 
so be it. His tearfu l breach of 
cadet manhood does not seem 
all that awfu l to u s, bu t then we 
labor u nder the belief that any 
code shou ld be tempered by 
sy mpathy and u nderstanding 
If the cadets who administer 
the code and the officials who

As Apple Pickers o n By rd Fa rms 
by J a ck A nderso n 
a nd Lea Whitten 


WASHINGTON -- Virg inia’s 
powerfu l By rd clan, headed by 
Sen. Harry By rd Jr. hav e qu ietly 
helped to obstru ct a plan to 
recru it more u nemploy ed Amer­ 
icans this y ear to pick their ap­ 
ple crop. Instead, they brou g ht in 
work crews from Jamaica. 
Under the law, foreig n 
workers cannot be certified for 
employ ment in this cou ntry u ntil 
it can be prov ed that no Ameri­ 
cans can be fou nd to do the 
work. Rodney Tu rner, an official 
of the Virg inia State Employ ­ 
ment Commission, thou g ht that 
enou g h American labor cou ld be 
fou nd to harv est most of the She­ 
nandoah apple crop. He pro­ 
posed a plan to recru it more 
American mig rant workers. 
The By rds hav e alway s domi­ 
nated the Virg inia apple indu s­ 
try . The senator’s son, Harry F. 
By rd III, formally heads the Fre­ 
derick Cou nty Growers Associ­ 
ation. The association bitterly 
opposed Tu rner’s plan which, 
therefore, was nev er imple­ 
mented. 
Tu rner’s reward for his en­ 
terprise was to be eased off the 
state employ ment commission. 
He is now back ru nning his dairy 
farm near Roanoke, Va. 
We heard, meanwhile, not only 
that the By rds are ex ploiting 
their Jamaican pickers bu t that 


the working conditions are su bs­ 
tandard. 
To check ou t the story , we sent 
ou r rov ing reporter, Hal 
Bemton, to the By rd orchards. 
Posing as a drifter, Bernton 
sig ned on with the picking crew. 
It was work for a circu s per­ 
former- He balanced himself 
precariou sly on the top ru ng s of 
a 22-foot ladder, readied with 
both hands into the u pper 
branches and stu ffed apples into 
a canv as bag sling from his 
neck. As the bag became 
weig hted with apples, the bal­ 
ancing act becam e m ore 
breathtaking . 
To pick apples fast enou g h to 
earn a decent salary , Bernton 
reported, u a man’s iiands mu st 
remain in constant motion.” The 
crew chief, a lu mpy woman, 
with a kindly smile and crafty 
ey es, strode u p and down the 
rows of trees while the men 
picked. 
She was backstopped by an 
ample, affable hu sband, whose 
mood occasionally cou ld tu rn 
u g ly . “I’m like a rattlesnake 
rig ht now,” he wou ld warn no 
one in particu lar, chomping 
menacing ly on a cheap cig ar. 
“When he’s g ot them coils rat­ 
tling and his head cocked back, 
y ou know he means bu siness. 
You know he’s abou t to strike. 


Well, I’m abou t to strike." 
Earlier this y ear. Bemton in­ 
filtrated the mig rant work force 
in sou thern Florida and de­ 
scribed the shocking abu se of the 
stoop laborers. Bu t on the By rd 
farm, he fou nd the liv ing and 
working conditions far better. 
The labor camp consisted of 
two narrow, L-shaped, cin- 
derblock barracks on a g entle 
rise. The rooms, thou g h small, 
had heaters and clean bedding . 
At the edg e of the woods was an 
ou thou se and a washroom, with 
hot showers. Bemton bu nked 
with a thin, sickly man, who had 
come to the By rd farm from a 
Baltimore flophou se. 
The meals, which cost the 
workers $30 a week ou t of their 
earning s, were wholesome. The 
Jamaicans ate West Indian 
cooking in a separate mess hall. 
On Satu rday afternoons, the 
pickers bou g ht bootleg beer and 
port wine from the crewleader 
at inflated prices. 
The Jamaicans were the best 
workers. They swarmed ov er 
the trees with relentless efficien­ 
cy . Most of them shu nned the 
Satu rday booze. As one ex ­ 
plained his abstinence to 
Bernton: “I don’t drink the stu ff, 
man. I g ot a wife and family 
back in Jamaica. Money is hard 
to come by there. I plant the 
y am, harv est the mang o, banana 
and breadfru it.” 
The Pu erto Rican pickers 
were more ex u berant then effi­ 
cient. They raced arou nd the 
camp, whooping it u p, bu rsting 
into su dden song s. At nig ht, they 
g athered at the end of the cin- 
derblock barracks. One wou ld 
start it off with a song . Then 
another wou ld tap a Latin beat 
6n the drainpipe. Another wou ld 
leap from his seat on a trash can, 
lift the lid dramatically in the air 


and then bring it down with the 
resou nding crash of a g iant sy m­ 
bol - all in time to the mu sic. 
They were better at rhy thm- 
making , howev er, than picking 
apples. Bu t in answer to the 
g rowers’ complaints, a Pu erto 
Rican official told Bernton bit­ 
terly : “You can’t tell me ou r peo­ 
ple aren’t capable of picking ap­ 
ples. We feel the g rowers nev er 
wanted ou r people in the first 
place. The workers are su pposed 
to hav e 60 hou rs of training 
before their produ ctiv ity is 
ju dg ed. 
“We’re all U.S. citizens, and 
ou r u nemploy ment rate is ov er 
20 per cent. This costs the U.S. 
tax pay ers in u nemploy ment 
benefits and food stamps. 
Another thing , we try to monitor 
the working condition of all ou r 
workers and make su re they are 
not mistreated. The Jamaican 
g ov ernment isn’t able to do 
that.” 
The F r e de r i c k Cou nty 
g rowers, nev ertheless, continu e 
to recru it abou t half of their 
pickers from Jamaica. 
Ou r reporter spent a week 
working in the By rd orchards. 
As he left, low-ly ing clou ds had 
formed a misty v eil ov er the 
mou ntains of the Shenandoah. It 
was a scene from early America. 
He almost ex pected one of the 
early By rds to appear in colonial 
g arb. 
Then the Jamaicans, their 
day ’s work done, beg an to crowd 
arou nd a phonog raph and wrig ­ 
g le into Jamaican reg g ae rock. 
A caly pso beat rose from the 
orchard into the crisp Virg inia 
nig ht. 
Footnote: A spokesman for 
Sen. By rd admitted the senator 
has a financial interest in the 
orchards bu t takes no part in 
their day -to-day operations. 
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a dminister the ca dets ha d a cted 
fprthrig htly a nd quickly kicked 
him o ut, the deba te wo uld be 
mo o t. 
The indica tio ns a re, ho wev er, 
tha t they dkt no t. They reso rted to 
ha ra ssment by putting him into 
a mo dified so rt o f so lia ry co n­ 
finement while a wa iting a d­ 
judica tio n o f his ca se. He a lleg es 
he wa s phy sica lly a bused a nd 
tha t his ma il a nd perso na l 
pro perty were sto len. 
Verr 
cou ntered 
by 
g oing 
pu blic with his 
complaints 
and we su spect that if there’s one 
thing the Point dislikes more 
than v iolation of the honor code 
it is to hav e its dirty linen shown 
abou t. 
We are wary abou t placing too 
mu ch credence in Verr’s claims, 
bu t they are streng thened by 
West Point officials’ handling of 
other alleg ations of code v i­ 
olations. 
In March, 49 second classmen, 
or ju niors, were charg ed with 
cheating on an ex amination. 
Officials choose to play down 
that incident,obv iou sly becau se 
of adv erse 
pu blicity and the 
possible decimation of the senior 
class nex t y ear. Cheating on an 
ex amination is a mu ch worse 
offense than try ing to ex plain 
away tears whith a white lie it 
seems to u s. 
Apparenlty it also does to one 
of Veer’s principal adv ocates, 
Capt. Arthu r Lincoln, an Army 
lawy er and instru ctor at West 
Point. Lincoln is himself a West 
Point g radu ate and he say s the 
honor code is enforced withou t 
du e process and in a manner 
which 
u nderm ines 
rath er 
than u pholds honor. 
The Army has reacted by 
pressu ring Lincoln to take an 
assig nment elsewhere. 


Wha t is wro ng in the current 
co ntro v ery s is no t the ho no r 
co de; it ha s serv ed since 1802 
a nd sho uld co ntinue to serv e. 
The trou ble is with those who 
administer it.

TRANSKEI

The birth of any new nation 
usually is accompanied by labor 
pains and bloodletting In sharp 
contrast was the quiet and 
painless birth in October of a 
new African country called the 
Transkei 
In an era when black majority 
rule is accepted as the wave of 
the future for all of Africa, the 
people in the Transkei have it 
here and now. It is a totally 
black government 
At 
the 
United 
Nations, 
however, the Transkei is treated 
like an illegitimate child 
Nobody loves it but its parent 
The United Nations, which 
boasts of its universality and 
nonexclusivity, and which has 
welcomed 
many illegitimate 
g o v e rn m e n ts, 
voted 
unanimously to bar the Tran 
skei. with the United States 
abstaining 
If the Transkei had fought its 
way out of South Africa in a 
bloody revolution, it probably 
would have been acceptable to 
the U N club of peace loving 
nations But because it seceded 
peaceably 
by 
mutual 
agreement, it is denied mem 
bership 
The historical argument in 
favor of tfi' independence of the 
Transkei is strong Three other 
nations have been carved u i of 
South Africa and have become 
members of the United Nations 
Lesotho, Swaziland and Bot 
swana. 
ft is claimed that the Tran- 
skeis independence is illusory 
because it remains militarily 
and economically dependent on 
South Africa 
Such a relationship is a fact of 
life all over the world for most 
small nations that are situated 
close to large tuitions. 
This paternalism, however, 
has 
a 
welcome side 
The 
Transkei doesn't have to spend 
any resources to defend itself 


against 
external 
aggression. 
That burden is totally assumed 
by South Afnca Just think how 
our taxes could be reduced if we 
didn't have to spend any money 
for national defense! 
Compared with many African 
countries, 
the 
Transkei's 
economic potential is great. It 
has some of the most fertile 
agricultural land on the entire 
continent 
The biggest handicap of the 
Transkei is not the policies of 
South Africa but the social 
customs that stand in the way of 
using land as an economic asset 
to generate capital 
By Western standards, the 
present small-plot subsistence 
farming should be shifted to a 
market-crop system 
This 
would make maximum use of 
the fertile soil and improve the 
standard of living 
The tribal chiefs who govern 
the Transkei, however, have a 
different scale of values They 
distribute the land and assign 
the cattle as prestige rewards 
Cattle are not eaten or sold, but 
accumulated like a bank ac­ 
count 
Observers report that 
children may be undernourished 
for lack of milk m a family that 
owns 3U cows. When the father 
needs money, he prefers to work 
temporarily in the mines of 
South Africa, rather than part 
with his Land or cattle 
By Western standards, what 
the Transkei needs most is 
technical asstsstance to adopt 
20th Century agriculture and 
harvest the riches of the soil 
But do others have the right to 
force or induce a people to adopt 
our value system with its heavy 
emphasis on what we call a 
higher standard of material 
comforts, at the cust of upsetting 
the social structure of a whole 
nation9 
By taking the route of in­ 
dependence. the Transkei has 
chosen to work out its own 
fuutre This new nation deserves 
the chance to seek its own 
destiny.

Kight now, tor example, uieie 
is relatively little concern about 
the world’s grain stocks, the 
United States is enjoying good 
harvests even though there is 
concern 
about 
late- 
season 
growing conditions in some 
areas The USSR’s wheat crop 
will be well below record levels 
but is turning out better than 
was expected only a month ago. 
India will be able to avoid im­ 
ports, her crops at record levels. 
Drouth is a serious problem in 
northern Europe but supplies in 
the rest of the world are large 
enough to avoid any crisis there 
All that is good news, of 
course. Surplus has made it easy 
to forget that only three years 
ago the situation was entirely 
different. Crop failures, fer­ 
tilizer shortages, bad weather 
and a host of related problems 
beset the world agricultural 
scene just as the United States 
completed 
a 
program 
of 
liquidating its own federally 
held 
reserves. 
Prices 
of 
wheat,corn and soybeans more 
than triples. This inspired heavy 
planting by farmers in suc­ 
ceeding years but worked major 
hardships on the poor countries 
of the world. 
That crisis could have been 
avoided and acute shortages in 
poor countries would have been 
overcome if there had been 
some formal storage program 
for 
grains,

ternational agreements if not 
international control. 
There has been some effort 
since then to reach such in­ 
ternational 
agreement, 
and 
even some success The Soviet 
Union has contracted to buy 
regular amounts of grain — 
between 6,000,000 and 8.000,000 
tons a year, regardless of the 
state ofits own crops — poten­ 
tially an important step toward 
stabilizing world grain prices 
unless really terrible shortages 
or surpluses should develop 
More must be done. Huge 
surpluses of grain are desirable 
in one sense — they should keep 
prices down But if prices plunge 
too much, farmers will lose their

The price and purpose of West 
Point rests squarely on its honor 
code It states quite simply that 
any cadet who lies, cheats or 
steals or tolerates those who do 
will be dismissed 
To violate the code is to be 
unworthy of the institution and 
the cause it serves, the defense 
of the United States. 
The honor code is the law of 
the Point. 
Like any 
law, 
however, it can lose something 
in 
interpretation 
and 
ad­ 
ministration. It can become a 
weapon in the hands of its en­ 
forcers 
That apparently is what has 
happened in the case of Steven 
Verr, 19 Last August, he was 
seen crying outside the mess 
hall. When asked why, he said 
his parents had been injured in 
an automobile accident That 
was untrue He has since said he 
was weak after two days of 
hazing and going without food 
and that the accident story was 
the first thing that came to 
mind 
If his juvenile statement is to 
be construed as a lie of the 
magnitude suggested by the 
severity of the honor code then 
so be it. His tearful breach of 
cadet manhood does not seem 
all that awful to us. but then we 
labor under the belief that any 
code should be tempered by 
sympathy and understanding 
If the cadets who administer 
the code and the officials who 


administer the cadets had acted 
fprthrightly and quickly kicked 
him out, the debate would be 
moot.

In March, 49 second classmen, 
or juniors, were charged with 
cheating on an examination.

publicity and the 
possible decimation of the senior 
class next year. Cheating on an 
examination is a much worse 
offense than trying to explain 
away tears whith a white lie it 
seems to us. 
Apparenlty it also does to one 
of Veer’s principal advocates, 
Capt. Arthur Lincoln, an Army 
lawyer and instructor at West 
Point. Lincoln is himself a West 
Point graduate and he says the 
honor code is enforced without 
due process and in a manner 
which 
undermines 
rather 
than upholds honor. 
The Army has reacted by 
pressuring Lincoln to take an 
assignment elsewhere 


What is wrong in the current 
controverys is not the honor 
code; it has served since 1802 
and should continue to serve. 
The trouble is with those who 
administer it. 
Vindictiveness 
and arbitrariness should not 
figure in the application of the 
:ode as apparently they have. 
If there ate changes to be 
nade.they should not be in the 
;ode but rather with those who 
ail to live up to its basic tenent

gettihg their goals. Another 
team can’t key on me or (Guy) 
Lafleur or Mahovlich when the 
team as a whole has already 
accumulated 
more 
than 90 


Last season the 24-year-old 
Shutt didn’t score his 18th goal 
until the Canadiens’ 37th con­ 
test en route to a 48-goal sea­ 
son. But he has amassed this 
year’s total in just 17 contests, 
including nine in his last five 
games. 
The left winger noted that “if 
I scored 45 goals with a bad 
start, who knows how many 
might go in this year. But the 
worst thing I could do is look 
five games ahead to see how 
many I might score.

DEAR DH. LAMB - My 
husband died in November of 
last year of prostate cancer. 
Previous to his death in three 
visits to the doctor he didn’t 
receive a prostate examina­ 
tion until the last examination 
— one out of three and that 
one too late. 
Doctors don’t like doing the 
exam. Men don’t like getting 
the exam- If someone could 
get the doctors to insist I am 
sure the fatalities would drop. 
DEAR READER - At the 
risk of irritating some of my 
colleagues I must say that if 
prostates were breasts they 


would be examined more 
often. You are absolutely 
right that many doctors 
neglect to do a rectal ex­ 
amination. In view of the high 
rate of cancer of the prostate 
(third most common cause of 
cancer death in men) and rec­ 
tal and colon cancer in both 
men and women (second most 
common cause of all cancer 
deaths) such an omission is in­ 
excusable. 
Medical schools have long 
tried to teach this. A common 
teaching expression was that 
“ if you don’t put your finger in 
it you put your foot in it.” The 


efforts have been only partial­ 
ly successful. 
When the doctor doesn’t do 
a complete examination the 
only recourse is to ask him 
why not. Then if he still does 
not do a rectal examination 
you should think about getting 
a different doctor. 
It is not all the doctor’s 
fault. Many patients simply do 
not want the examination. 
Many men in particular avoid 
any medical examination at 
all. Here is where wives can 
really help. By insisting that 
the man have an annual 
checkup and that it be a com­ 
plete examination she can 
help him avoid disaster. I 
know it should not be 
necessary for a mature in­ 
dividual to be reminded that 
he needs to take steps to look 
after his own health but when 


a man does not act in a 
responsible way such 
measures are about all that 
are left.

JEFFER SO N CITY — Louise 
Green is an elderly woman. She 
doesn’t get around very well, 
and it’s difficult for her to do 
som e 
household 
chores. 
Laundry and heavy cleaning tire 
her out. Will she have to leave 
her home? 
Jim Jam ison is an elderly 
retired m an. He’s not really all 
that old, but his house is very 
lonely since his wife died, and 
his children have all moved 
away. 
W here 
can 
he 
find 
compansionship? 
Gerald Bemis is relatively 
self-sufficient. He lives in his 
own home with a m oderate 
monthly pension. But winter is 
when he needs help. His home is 
poorly insulated and the cold 
m akes him stiff and not able to 
move around freely. His income, 
however, is not large enough to 
allow him to have his home 
properly repaired. What can he 
do? 
These people, like thousands of 
other elderly M issourians, are 
dreading the day that not being 
able to care for them selves 
properly will force them to leave 
their homes and move in with 
relatives o r with a group of 
strangers a t a nursing home. 
It’s often the simple things 
such as household chores and 
repairs that decide whether an 
elderly person can stay at home. 
For 
this 
reason, 
the 
State 
D epartm ent of Social Services 
has put m ajor emphasis on 
providing these sim ple services. 


The D epartm ent’s Division of 
Health and Fam ily Services and 
it’s Office of Aging have devised 
several 
services 
which, 
in 
combination, can “ fill in the 
gaps” of w hat the elderly can’t 
do for themselves. 


There are services for nearly 
all of the problems that older 
people face, including a service 
that informs them as to how to 
obtain these services. 


This particular service, called 
information and referral, does 
just what the name implies. 
People 
a re 
inform ed 
and 
referred to the correct agency 


when they ask questions dealing 
with services to the elderly and 
handicapped. 
There 
is 
one 
central telephone num ber in 
each of the nine Area Agencies 
on Aging in Missouri for this 
purpose. 
One of the most im portant 
factors dealing with the elderly 
staying in their own homes is 
health. Some of the services are 
aim ed toward health care. 
M edicaid is a fairly well- 
known 
service which 
offers 
m edical 
help 
through 
th e 
paym ent of medical expenses 
for those who qualify. 
There a re also services which 
provide m edical care at home 
for those persons who require a 
m inim al am ount of care. One of 
these is the Home Health Aide 
Program . A home health aid is a 
person trained in giving per­ 
sonal care to those who need it. 
The aid gives baths, m akes 
beds, 
assists 
with 
personal 
hygiene and assists with other 
household tasks. 
Also available to the patient a t 
hom e 
a re skilled nu rsin g , 
physical 
th erap y , 
sp eech 
therapy, occupational therapy 
and m edical 
social services 
which help the patient accept his 
illness. 
Other ‘‘at hom e” services 
which are non-medical include 
h o m em ak er 
services, 
h a n ­ 
dy m an 
se rv ice s 
and 
w in­ 
terization of homes. 
Hom emaker 
services 
are 
provided by a person trained for 
the em ergency or substitute 
care of individuals or families in 
their own homes. 
Handyman services employs 
skilled laborers, usually retired, 
to m ake sm all repairs in homes 
where they are needed. 
W interization 
involves 
the 
proper insulation of homes of the 
elderly for winter. 
Living alone often leads to 
improper eating habits in the 
eld erly . 
F o r 
this 
reaso n , 
nutrition sites offer balanced 
m eals at a low cost. These sites 
are often 
located 
in senior 
citizen’s centers which are also 
an im portant part of the ser­ 
vices offered. These places offer 


companionship to the elderly 
with persons their own age. 
Home - delivered nutritious 
m eals (m eals on wheels) serves 
the sam e 
purpose a s the 
nutrition sites, only this service 
is given in the person’s own 
home, when he is unable to 
prepare his or her own m eals 
because of illness or disability. 
For the elderly person who 
has 
legal 
problems, 
social 
services can som etim es provide 
the advice and the aid of a 
lawyer. 
Direct 
care 
of 
adults 
is 
som etim es provided at “day 
care” centers for any part of the 
day, or the whole day. Daytime 
activities, 
approved 
by 
the 
state, are provided to promote 
self-esteem and physical well­ 
being. 
Elderly 
persons 
have 
big 
problems in the area of tran­ 
sportation. Therefore, funds for 
the transportation of the elderly 
and handicapped have been 
provided. 
The 
D epartm ent 
of

o rg an izatio n s 
to

vehicles to transport the elderly, 
the two organizations offering 
this service in Missouri are the

Not only do these groups 
provide local transportation, but 
their m em bers form as clubs 
which go on outings and short 
pleasure trips.

above are not available in all of 
the areas of Missouri.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Convicted m urderer Gary M ark 
Gilmore says he has accepted 
his punishment and has asked 
the Utah Suprem e Court to let 
him be shot by a firing squad 
next Monday. 
But two court-appointed at­ 
torneys are arguing in favor of 
a stay of execution for Gilmore. 
The lawyers, Craig Snyder and 
Michael Esplin, appealed to the 
state high court on Monday 
over Gilmore’s objections. 
The court, on a 3-2 vote, 
granted an indefinite stay of 
execution pending review of the 
capital-punishment statute and 
Gilm ore's case. 
Deputy Warden Leon Hatch 
of the Utah State Prison said 
Gilmore would be escorted to a 
court hearing today at the State 
Capitol under tight security. He 
will be transported from a pris­ 
on about 20 m iles south at 
Point of the Mountain. 
Hatch said two court-appoint­ 
ed attorneys who sought the 
stay against Gilm ore’s wishes 
would also appear, as would a 
California lawyer engaged to 
represent the convict in his 
fight to die. 
Gilmore, 35, was convicted of 
first-degree 
m urder 
in 
the 
death of a Provo motel clerk, 
and a District Court judge sen­ 
tenced him to death. 
No one has been executed in 
the United State since 1967. 
On Tuesday, Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Robert B. Hansen, who 
will become attorney general in 


January, filed a motion with 
the Supreme Court asking it to 
reconsider its stay order. 
If the stay is revoked, Han­ 
sen said, the execution would 
go ahead at 8 a.m . Monday as 
scheduled. 
On two occasions Gilmore, 
who has spent 18 of his 35 years 
in penal institutions, wrote to 
the justices asking them to ig­ 
nore any attem pts to have his 
execution stayed. 
"You sentence a m an to die 
— me — and when I accept this 
most extrem e punishment with 
grace and dignity, you, the 
people of Utah want to back 
down and argue with m e about 
it,” Gilmore wrote. 
Esplin and Snyder suggested 
in their petition to stay the exe­ 
cution that G ilm ore’s insistence 
on execution might be in part a 
"suicide attem p t.” 
Hansen’s motion listed nine 
reasons for reconsidering the 
stay, including that the request 
for it was subm itted against 
Gilmore’s wishes by counsel 
who he did not want to repre­ 
sent him. The night before Sny­ 
der and Esplin filed notice of 
appeal, Gilmore tried to dis­ 
m iss them. The court, however, 
continued to recognize them as 
acting in his interest. 
Hansen also said that a feder­ 
al court might find that holding 
Gilmore beyond the execution 
date against his will was cruel 
and unusual punishment, which 
is forbidden by the 8th Amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution

The court, on a 32 vote, 
granted an indefinite stay of 
execution pending review of the 
capital punishment statute and 
Gilmore’s case 
Deputy Warden Leon Hatch 
of the Utah State Prison said 
Gilmore would be escorted to a 
court hearing today at the State 
Capitol under tight security He 
will be transported from a pris 
on about 20 miles south at 
Piant of the Mountain 
Hatch said two court-appoint­ 
ed attorneys who sought the 
stay against Gilmore's wishes 
would also appear, as would a 
California lawyer engaged to 
represent the convict in his 
fight to die.

The Dunklin County court, 
which pruchased the landfill site 
on Crowley’s Ridge north of 
Campbell several years ago in 
order to reach compliance with 
state law, thinks the garbage 
will end up in neighboring 
Pemiscot County. For a while, 
anyway. 
“It’s kind of silly, really,” said 
Presiding 
Judge 
Armon 
Harrison. "They (the haulers) 
will have to take it all the way 
over to Caruthersville, where 
they dump it into a borrow ditch. 
We’ve got a perfectly good 
landfiilover here, but it’s going 
to close because no (me wants to 
pay for it. 
“They tell me it’s cheaper to 
dump over in Caruthersville, but

The 1RS handles about 30,000 
rulings a year. 
In the past, the 1RS revealed 
most rulings only to Its agents 
or to corporations and tax­ 
payers who sought guidance on 
a specific tax issue. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which wrote the 
disclosure requirement into the 
new tax law, expressed concern 
that “the private ruling system 
has developed into a body of se­ 
cret law known only to a few 
members of the tax profes­ 
sion.” 


“Additionally,

secrecy 
surrounding letter rulings has 


generated suspicion that the 
tax laws may be used by the 
‘influential’ to their advantage, 
and that the tax laws are not 
being applied on an even-hand­ 
ed basis,” the committee said. 
The new disclosure policy Is 
expected to begin by March 
and generally requires the dele­ 
tion of names in public mate­ 
rial. 
Traditionally, where the IRS 
felt a ruling or piece of techni­ 
cal advice was of general inter­ 
est, it made its position public 
in a formal ruling without iden­ 
tifying the parties involved. It 
did that 626 times in 1974. The 
rest of the rulings it kept se­ 
cret. 
One controversial letter rul­ 
ing came in International Tele­ 
phone St Telegraph Corp.'s 1969 
merger with the Hartford Fire 
Insurance Co. The IRS ruled 
that Hartford’s stockholders did 


not have to pay taxes on the 
appreciated value of their stock 
in exchanging it for shares of 
IT&T.

The Times said the reactor 
technology involved in the So­ 
viet accident is only distantly

Last week Zhores Medvedev, 
a dissident Soviet scientist now- 
living in England, wrote in the 
British scientific weekly The 
New Scientist that a 1958 nucle­ 
ar accident killed hundreds and 
left thousands ill from radiation 
exposure. 
Rumors of a Soviet nuclear 
accident have reached the West 
for nearly two decades, but 
none has been confirmed or de­ 
tailed. 
The Times quoted its sources 
as saying American intelligence 
agencies detected the nuclear 
accident shortly after it oc­

The Times said the 
United States kept the knowl­ 
edge secret to avoid indicating 
the 
sensitivity 
of American 
atomic detection systems. 
The officials were quoted as 
saying that they doubted the 
loss of life was as high as Med­ 
vedev said

One of those projects was 
paying off an old construction 
loan, she said, and so only mi­ 
nor capital improvements ac­ 
tually have been made out of 
the entire $8.5 million received 
by the college so far. 
Congress 
had 
authorized 
more than $8 million to the col­ 
lege as a “living memorial” to 
the late President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. The grants were to 
be financed by one-tenth of all 
gross receipts from the sale of 
the $10 Eisenhower silver com­ 
memorative coins. 
Mrs. Sullivan, a Democrat 
from Missouri who is retiring 
in January, said there were two 
subsequent appropriations to 
the college that were question­ 
able because they did not come 


from this fund 
She said after she was de­ 
feated as chairman of the sub­ 
committee

coinage 
two 
years 
ago, 
legislation 
was 
slipped through Congress giving 
the college $900,000 in Decern 
ber 1975 from the sale of Bicen­ 
tennial silver proof sets.

The congresswoman asserted 
these were violations of the

Coffee, after learning of Rep 
Sullivan’s charges, said the col 
lege has spent the money in “a 
clear adherence to the purpose 
of the legislation."

Commission says there is

But John D. Christie, assist­ 
ant administrator for energy in­ 
formation and analysis, added 
that nine states may be vulner­ 
able to temporary local fuel 
shortages 
if unusually cold 
weather strikes. 
Christie told a House subcom­ 
mittee cm energy and power 


that the most susceptible states 
are North Carolina, South Caro­ 
lina, Georgia, Maryland, Ten­ 
nessee, 
Virginia, 
Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Arizona. 
Christie 
noted 
that 
even 
though other fuels can substi­ 
tute for natural gas, the al­ 
ternatives — fuel oil and pro­ 
pane — are more expensive 
and may cost an extra $550 mil­ 
lion to $650 million this winter. 
The extra fuel costs may reach 
as much as $4 billion to $5 bil­ 
lion for the entire year from 
last April through next March, 


he said. 
Christie said the FEA esti­ 
mates a total shortage of about 
1.84 trillion cubic feet of natu­ 
ral gas this winter, about 18 
per cent of the requirements of 
final users. 
He said no residential cus­ 
tomers are expected to suffer 
any curtailments of gas service 
this winter. 
He said an FEA survey found 
that inventories of middle dis­ 
tillate heating oils are high and 
inventories of propane were at 
record levels, about 10 per cent 
higher than a year ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fu­ 
ture veterans of America’s 
armed forces are going to have 
to give a little if they want 
Uncle Sam to help put them 
through college or graduate 
school when they return to ci­ 
vilian life. 
The men and women who en­ 
list after Dec. 31 will not be en­ 
titled automatically to the lucr­ 
ative education benefits that 
current members of the mili­ 
tary and all veterans in recent 
years have shared. 
But the Pentagon and the 
Veterans Administration are 
gearing up few an experimental 
new education program that 
will provide benefits for serv­ 
icemen and women who are 
willing to put aside at least $50 
a month for their own educa­ 


tional fund. 
The experiment is a com­ 
promise written into the new 
GI bill that Congress passed in 
September. It will be reviewed 
in years. 
Under 
the new program, 
those who join the military 
after Dec. 31 can gain the new 
educational benefits by contrib­ 
uting from $50 to $75 a month 
to the VA, up to a limit of $2,- 
700 over the individual’s mili­ 
tary career The government 
will match the contributions 
with $2 for each $1 invested. 
A person may quit the pro­ 
gram at the end of any 12- 
month period. Those who quit 
get their money back but in 
most cases they lose their 
rights to the government bene­ 
fits. 


The benefits may be used 
after release from active duty, 
provided that the person is not 
dishonorably discharged. 
Under 
the 
system 
being 
phased out, veterans are paid 
up to $292 a month.in educa­ 
tional benefits for from 36 to 45 
months if they meet certain re­ 
quirements, such as 18 months 
of active duty. No contributions 
are required. 
Current 
servicemen 
and 
women will be able to use those 
benefits for 10 years after leav­ 
ing military service, or until 
the end of 1989, whichever 
comes first. Also eligible for 
these benefits will be anyone 
who enlists this year, even if he 
does not actually get into uni­ 
form until next year. 
Education payments will be 


limited either to the number of 
months the member contributes 
or to 36 months, whichever is 
less. The amount of each indi­ 
vidual’s fund will be divided by 
the number of months partici­ 
pating to determine the month­ 
ly payments during schooling. 


Benefits under the new pro­ 
gram also must be used within 
10 years after leaving military 
service. Unused contributions 
will be refunded.

To hear his chief aide tell it, 
Wilbur D. Mills’ childhood idol 
was Arkansas’ 
2nd district 
Congressman, and Mills spent 
his five-mile horseback rides to 
and from school 50 years ago 
thinking about the House of 
Representatives and tax laws. 
His lifetime of planning lifted 
him from the obscurity of an 
Arkansas farm boy to one of 
the mo6t powerful figures in 
Washington — only to be felled 
by a sex scandal and alcohol­ 
ism. 
“I don’t know what I will do 
now. I have no plans — none,” 
Mills said in a telephone inter­ 
view Monday. “All I want to do 
is learn to relax. I never 
learned to relax.” 
If he could go back and start 
life over, Mills said: “I would 
maybe not run for Congress at 
all.” 


Once, 
Mills’ corner office 
suite on the first floor of the 
Longworth Building was the 
hub of activity — tax, welfare 
and Social Security bills. All 
had to clear through the Ways 
and Means Committee, which 
he chaired, before they became 
law. 


On Monday in Washington 
members of the House bid to 
take Mills’ office suite — the 
one he said is “the best on the 
Hill.” 


“I came back (to Washing­ 
ton) to help pack up, but when 
I got to the office everything 
was already gone. It doesn’t 
look the same. ... No, I’m not 
sad.” 
At noon on Jan. 3, 1977, Mills 
will no longer be Arkansas’ 2nd 
District, for the first time since 
1939. Magazine polls in the ear­ 
ly 1960s rated him as the sec­ 


ond most powerful man in 
Washington — behind only the 
President. 
“It isn’t hard for me to 
leave,” Mills, 67, said. “I may 
regret it later, but not yet.” 
Mills’ rule over much of 
Capitol Hill ended in October 
1974 when an Argentine strip­ 
per, Fanne Foxe, ran from his 
car and dove into Washington’s 
Tidal Basin. Scandal ensued, 
and more followed when he ap­ 
peared on stage with Miss Foxe 
in Boston. 
Mills, neglected his House 
duties, was stripped of his 
chairmanship and hospitalized 
to fight alcoholism. His alcohol­ 
ism has been licked, he says, 
but his ambition is gone too. 
Last March he announced his 
retirement. 
Activity in Mills’ Washington 
office and his Little Rock and 
Searcy offices 
in Housasas

Triebel was one of 2,553 doc­ 
tors, dentists, pharmacies and 
laboratories that received more 
than $100,000 from Medicaid 
last year, according to a De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare report issued Mon­ 
day. 
Altogether, the 2,533 provi­ 
ders received $445.3 million or 
16.3 per cent of the more than 
$2.7 
billion 
spent providing 
health care for 23 million poor 


Americans last year. 
“The fact that these medical 
providers received the stated 
amounts from the Medicaid 
program should not be con­ 
strued as any evidence of 
wrongdoing, 
nor 
do 
the 
amounts listed necessarily rep­ 
resent ‘earnings’ or ‘profits,’”

HEW called “high volume” Me­ 
dicaid providers was released 
on request under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 
The department said .63 per 
cent of Medicaid doctors re­ 
ceived 12.7 per cent of all pay­

The highest-paid dentist in 
group practice was Dr. J.C. 
Campbell of San Francisco, 
who received $962,407 last year 
for dental work performed in 17 
offices. 
The L.S.U. Clinics of New Or­ 
leans received almost $1.5 mil­ 
lion from Medcaid, the largest 
amount paid in that category. 
The biggest payment to a 
single pharmacy was $1.4 mil­ 
lion to Medical Health Pharma­ 
cy of Milwaukee, Wis.

Why the little crook 
gets it in the neck

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — One point stands out clearly in 
a series of governm ent studies ever the past year w ritten by 
respected m em bers of the establishment. 
In tax collecting, government regulation of industry, or the 
prosecution of gam blers or dope peddlers, the little m an gets 
it in the neck; the well-to-do fare better. 
This inequity is not intentional in m ost cases, it seem s clear 
from the studies. T here’s usually no anti-poor, anti-little guy, 
pro-rich, pro-bigshot prejudice among the enforcers so far as 
can be determ ined Like the rest of us, the enforcers are 
caught in a net. 
Look for a minute a t how things work. 
Most enforcers — w hether in regulatory or tax collecting 
agencies or police departments—are ruled by the numbers 
game. There may be no quotas assigned. But the men, the 
agencies and departm ents look best which score the most 
arrests and convictions. 
Like view ers at a football or baseball game, agency chiefs, 
departm ent heads and Congress look a t the score cards. 
It’s results that count — and usually we m easure results by 
numbers; the im portant case is one point, the trivial one 
point. 
Catching a big-time dope peddler, the chief of a num bers 
racket, a m ajor income tax evader, dishonest trucker, m ajor 
m anufacturer or com m ercial firm, can take years, cost 
millions and end with the government a loser at the trial 
because the party on trial has more funds, better attorneys 
and more highly skilled investigators than the government can 
spare. Score nothing for the government. Except headaches. 
It is easy to round up petty gam blers off the street and con­ 
vict them. Or to explain to a small taxpayer that it’s cheaper 
to pay up than to fight. Or to pick up the sm all time dope user. 
Or a local trucker who carries 100 bags of cement illegally. Or 
a small firm which violates a regulation. Score 10,15, 50, 1,000 
for the governm ent. With few headaches. 
Congress has made the situation w orse by writing com­ 
plicated, confusing and contradictory law s in this area. Which 
m akes conviction next to impossible in 90 per cent of the cases 
in which the defendant has first-rate talent working to free 
him. 
Further, in some instances it is profitable for large com­ 
panies to violate the law and pay the fines, the profits to be 
made being greater than the fines levied. An August report by 
the vice chairm an of the Interstate Comm erce Commission 
pointed out that settlem ents averaged $1,344 in cases with 
average illegal gains of $5,304. One investigator comm ented 
that only the stupid and honest were caught. More often than 
not it proved impossible to convict com panies which kept slop­ 
py records. 
There’s a dreary sam eness, it would seem , in the regulatory 
agencies and in other federal enforcem ent groups. 
—An inability to decide which cases are more im portant 
than others An accent on the trivial, such as the great effort 
spent on the trucker who served a point 200 feet (perhaps) 
beyond the lim it set by regulations. 
-M uch inconsistency, office by office, and som etimes case 
by case. 
—Little attention to research, necessary to determ ine 
whether the regulations as written are necessary, helpful, fair 
and im portant. 
- A lack of independent data on which to base rulings. Much 
of the information on which the regulators make decisions 
comes from those with an interest in the m atters being 
regulated.

Public safety director to speak at 
crime laboratory dedication Sunday

Missouri’s director of public 
safety, Michael D. Garrett, will 
be the speaker Sunday at a 
dedication ceremony marking 
the 
move 
of the Southeast 
M issouri 
Regional 
Crime 
Laboratory to a “home” of its 
own on the Southeast Missouri 
State University campus. 
The 
laboratory 
was 
established in 1970 with limited 
quarters 
in Magill 
Hall of 
Science. A move was completed 
this fall to expanded quarters in 
a university-owned home at 714 
N. Henderson. 
The dedication ceremony will 
begin at 1:30 p.m. in the Com­ 
mons Room of the Mark F. 
Scully Building on the campus. 
It will be followed by an open 
house from 3 to 5 p.m. 
There will also be an open 
house from 1 to 5 p.m. Saturday 
at the regional facility, to ac­ 
commodate 
those 
who 
are 


unable to attend on Sunday, 
according to Dr. Robert Briner, 
laboratory director. 
Space now occupied by the 
crime lab consists of about 2,000 
square feet, according to Briner. 
The lab takes up one entire floor 
in its new home ¿nd part of 
another. 
The nature and scope of the 
work conducted at and by the 
lab has changed drastically in 
the six years of its existence. 
Initially, 
mostly drug cases 
were handled and only a few of 
them at that -- about 50 in the 
first 18 months. 
This year the lab expects to 
handle more than 750 analyses 
and investigations in the areas 
of alcohol, arson, blood and 
urine toxicology, burglary and 
fingerprints, drugs, questioned 
d o c u m e n ts , 
s e ro lo g y , 
toolmarks, firearms and trace 
evidence. 
And, for the first time, the 


number of drug analyses will 
constitute less than SO per cent 
of the laboratory’s workload. 
Services of the laboratory are 
available to the various law 
enforcement agencies in some 
20 southeast Missouri counties. 
The lab is funded by con­ 
tributions from the Bootheel 
Council of Criminal Justice in 
Malden, the Southeast Missouri 
Council of Criminal Justice in 
Farmington and the Ozarks 
Council of Criminal Justice in 
Ellsinore. 
In 
addition, 
18 
county 
governments 
and 
about 
50 
municipal 
governments 
are 
currently participating in the 
financing. 
Southeast Missouri State 
University’s only contribution is 
the physical facility and related 
overhead expenses. 
Sunday’s speaker, Garrett, 
has been 
director of the 
Missouri Department of Public 


Safety for two years. Prior to 
that, he was supervisor of the 
Missouri Department of Liquor 
Control and 
prosecuting 
at­ 
torney of Barry County. 
A native Missourian, he 
graduated 
from 
M aryville 
College in Maryville, Terni., in 
1963 and from the Univeristy of 
Missouri School of Law in 1967. 
He also attended McCormick 
Theological 
Seminary 
in 
Chicago for one year on a 
R o c k e f e ll e r 
F o u n a tin o 
Fellowship.

chairmen.

Moore said in interview at Car­ 
ter headquarters here. 
Moore said Carter also plans 
the same kind of personal con­ 
tacts with some of the Republi­

Court Judge Howard Hettinger 
ruled Monday that the four and 
a fifth defendant, all members 
of a religious household, were 
mentally competent to stand

were devils performing witch­ 
craft 
All are charged with man­ 
slaughter and assault in the 
death 
of 
David Weilbacher, 
whose body was found wrapped 
in a sheet on a cot in the sealed 
back bedroom of a home just 
outside the Yakima city limits 
Sept 
19 The coroner said he 
died of a series of beatings 
about two months earlier. 
The defendants are Edward 
Leon Cunningham, 51, a self- 
proclaimed pastor and 
proph 
et of God," his wife, Velma, 
45. her daughter, Carolyn, 27, 
Lorraine 
Edwards, 
20. 
and 
Debra Marie Weilbacher, 20, 


David's mother 
David s father is a Marine, 
divorced from Mrs Weilbacher. 
Only Mrs 
Cunningham 
is 
represented by an attorney. 
The others said they preferred 
to act as their own attorneys, 
putting their fate in the hands 
of God. 


On Monday, the four asked 
prospective jurors, "Do you be­ 
lieve in reincarnation?” They 
also queried them as to their 
feelings about spanking chil­ 
dren, whether they ever had a 
religious experience and wheth­ 
er they felt God intervenes 
directly in people's lives 
During a pretrial hearing last 
month, Yakima County Prose 
cutor Jeffrey Sullivan said Cun 
ningham 
answered questions 
with Biblical quotations, specif­ 
ically 


Proverbs 13:23 — "Do not 
withhold 
discipline 
from 
a 
child; if you beat him with a 
rod he will not die;” Matthew 
17:18 — "And Jesus rebuked 
the devil and he departed out of 
him,” and Exodus 22:18 — 
"Thou shall not suffer a witch 
to live." 
Sullivan also said during the 
pretrial hearing that Cunning 
ham and other members of the 


household 
indicated 
they 
thought the child was possessed 
by the devil and beatings were 
the way to deal with it

Amark Coin Co. of Los Angeles, 
bears an Indian head double 
eagle design which was re­ 
jected by President Theodore 
Roosevelt in favor of a Liberty 
design. 
Among the other items are a 
miner's cabin brought intact 
from the Mother Lode gold 
fields, 
a 
Wells 
Fargo 
stagecoach and minting ma­ 
chinery once used to make 
coins out of gold and ore. 


The Mint opened in 1874. It 
was designed by Treasury ar­ 
chitect Alfred B. Mullett, who 
also designed the old Executive 
Office 
Building next to the 
White House 
Until 1937 it was one of three 
mints in the country, and dur­ 
ing that time it stamped out 


one and one-third billion coins. 
Then a larger Mint opened two 
miles away, and the old granite 
structure was used for federal 
offices 
By the 1960s it was deterio­ 
rating badly, and proposals for 
its use ranged from a down­ 
town annex for San Francisco 
State University to a West 
Coast branch of the Smithso­ 
nian Institution. 
U.S. 
Mint 
Director 
Mary 
Brooks decided in 1969 that the 
building should be restored as 
an 
historic, 
but 
functioning 
landmark She said she was ap­ 
palled the first time she looked 
inside 
"When I walked into the front 
rooms where they used to re­ 
ceive gold and silver bullion, I 
couldn’t believe how dirty it 
was,"

recalled.
